She has a good education, and those who 
were disposed to avail themselves of the privilege, made good 
improvement. ‘Those whose minds were engaged in other mat- 
ters, needed a teacher of more experience. She seemed to labor 
for the interest of her scholars. They expressed a good under- 
standing of what they had passed over in their studies. ‘The 
school appeared well at the commencement, but at the close of 
the last term, the order was not as good. Whole number of 
scholars, first term, 19 ; average, 16 ; second term, 20 ; average, 
16. Wages of teacher per month, including board, $18.00. 
Chas. Dayis, Prudential Committee. 

District No. 3. 
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First term, of seven weeks, taught by Miss Ina May Dot- 
LoFF. Good order prevaiied throughout the school. Being una- 
ble to visit the school in season for the examination of classes, 
cannot say what improvement was made, buat, judging from 
the appearance of the school, it was good. The literary exer- 
cises were very interesting. The Prudential Committee and 
several of the parents were present at the close, and were high- 
ly entertained. 

Second term, of twelve weeks, by Miss S. Harri: SANBORN. 
Miss Sanborn is a very fine teacher. Her school was quiet, or- 
derly and interesting. She labored faithfully for the good of the 
scholars, and they seemed to appreciate her labors; therefore 
the result was one of profit. The parents were present at the 
examination and expressed much satisfaction. Wages of teacher 
per month, not including board, $16. Whole number of scholars, 
first term, 16; average, 11; second term, 17; average, 10. 
Board was given. Chas. N. Plumer, Prudential Committee. 


Districr No. 4. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Laura B. SAnBorn. 
Commenced April 30th and closed June 8th, making six weeks. 
Whole number of scholars, 15; average, 11. Miss Sanborn 
has had several years’ experience in teaching. During the last 
half of the term there was some dissatisfaction on the part of 
some of the parents with the teacher, in consequence of which 
they withdrew their scholars. Notwithstanding this unfortu- 
nate occurrence, there was a good degree of interest in the re- 
maining part of the school, and it made good improvement. 


Fall term taught by Ervin T. Draxe. Commenced October . 
1st. and closed Nov. 28th, making nine weeks. ‘This was his 
first attempt at teaching, but he met with good success; gained 
the good will of the scholars, and the school was pleasant and 
profitable. Wages of teacher per month, including board, $20. 
Whole number of scholars, 16; average, 11. Eben T. Bailey, 
Prudential Committee. 
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District No. 5. 


Both terms taught by C. A.G. Buttock. Eight weeks in the 
summer, also the same number in the fall. The scholars did 
their part well. Whole number of scholars, first term, 12; aver- 
age, 10. Three came from adjoining districts. Second term, 
10; average, 8. Wages of teacher per month, including board, 
$20. Elisha H. Bullock, Prudential Committee. 


District No. 6. 

One term of fourteen weeks, by Miss Saran E. Suttoway. 
Whole number of scholars, 17; average, 9. The scholars were 
very irregular in attendance. I noticed in the teacher’s register 
twenty-nine instances of tardiness. Scholars should be prompt 
at the opening of the school. Regular and prompt attendance 
- to school, as in other business, indicates interest. In Arithme- 
tic some did very well. Grammar and parsing were somewhat 
neglected, and the school had not that prosperity that could be 
desired. Wages of teacher per month, including board, $22. 
G. J. Tenny, Prudential Committee. 

_ Disrricr No. 7. 

Two terms. Seven weeks in the summer, and ten in the fall ; 
both taught by Miss Anna L. Prumer. This is one of our 
young teachers, and her second term of school. She labored 
hard for the interest of all her scholars, but some failed to ap- 
preciate her well intended efforts. Most of the scholars, how- 
ever, manifested a good interest, and made good improvement 
in their studies. Whole number of scholars, 16; average, 14; 
second term, 16; average, 12. Wages of teacher per month, 
first term, $14. Board was given. Second term, including board, 
$20. Robert Alexander, Prudential Committee. 

District No. 8. 

There have been two terms in this district. The first term of 
Six weeks taught by Mrs. Annre L. Grey.’ The teacher had 
‘sufficient time to devote to all her classes. She is a good teach- 
er (if she has turned gray) and kept a profitable school. Wages 
per month, including board, $20. 

Second term taught by Miss L. Erra Grey. This term of 
school was equally as good as the first. Length, in weeks, ten. 
Wages of teacher per month, including board, 19. Whole 
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number of scholars, first term, 8; average, 7; second term, 9; 
average, 7. O. K. Gray, Prudential Committee. 
District No. 9. 

Two terms: both taught by Miss Atice Saunpers. First 
term, six weeks. Whole number of scholars, 20; average, 17. 
Wages of teacher per month, including board, $18. Second 
term, ten weeks. Whole number of scholars, 24; average, 21. 
The scholars made great improvement. Miss Saunders is a fine 
teacher for one that has not had any more experience. Both 
schools were truly a success. E. T. Hutchins, Prudential Com- 
mittee. 

Districr No. 10. 

First term, of ten weeks, taught by Miss Lurtia J. Locke. 
This is Miss Locke’s third term of school in this district which ~ 
speaks well for her as a teacher. The scholars were very regu- 
lar in attendance. Not one instance of tardiness. Several of 
the parents were present at the examination and expressed en- 
tire satisfaction. Wages of teacher per month, not including 
board, $14.00. Whole number of scholars, 11; average, 10. 

Seeond term, of fourteen weeks, taught by Miss Carriz E. 
Drake. The general appearance of the school was good. ‘Those 
who were present at the close had a thorough knowledge of 
what they had been over. I think, however, it would been bet- 
ter to have devoted more time to the smallones. Little folks re- 
quire a good deal attention or they will not receive much profit 
by attending school. Whole number of scholars, 12; average, 
10. Wages per month, not including board, $14. Board was 
given both terms. H.S. Perkins, Prudential Committee. 

District No. 11. 

Two terms, one of six and the other of ten weeks, both taught 
by Miss Lertie J. Tinkuam. She was quite young, and had no 
previous experience in teaching. The first term the scholars 
learned well. The second term was almost a failure. She was 
qualified to instruct them, but lacked energy. There were but 
two scholars present at the close. I think the money was not 
very profitably expended. Whole number of scholars, 8; aver- 
age, 5. Second term, 10; average, 5. Wages per month, in- 
cluding board, $18. Second term, $20. Joseph H. Buffum, 
Prudential Committee. 
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District No. 12. 

Had but one term of nineteen weeks, taught by Miss Laura 
A. Wuittemore. This was her first experience in teaching and 
here she met with success. The school was orderly and all 
learned well. Whole number of scholars, 8 ; average, 7. Wages 
per month, $18, including board. Ira C. Pitman, Prudential 
Committee. ! 
District No. 13. 

This district had two terms. First term, of six weeks, taught 
by Miss L. Erra Grey. Whole number of different scholars, 
19; average,16. Wages per month, including board, $18. Miss 
Grey was faithful in her duties, and the result was one of suc- 
cess. Good order prevailed and the scholars learned remarkably 
well. 

Second term taught by Mr. Miner Brock. There was not 
that harmony of feeling that we should liked to have seen. Sev- 
eral were absent at the examination. Am glad to say those who 
were present had learned well. Wages per month, $20, includ- 
ing board. Stephen Knowles, Prudential Committee. 

District No. 14. 

This district has had two terms of school the past year. A 
summer term of eight weeks, taught by Miss Atma A. Powers. 
Whole number of scholars, 15; average, 13. Wages of teach- 
er per month, not including board, $15. Miss Powers seemed 
interested for her scholars, and they learned very well, but the 
order was poor. 

Second term, of eleven weeks, taught by Miss Betty Catury. 
Some of the scholars in this district are the farthest advanced 
of any in town, and they need a thorough and competent teach- 
er. This term they were successful in procuring one. The 
money was profitably expended. Whole number of scholars, 
16; average, 14. Wages per month, including board, $24. 
Jacob Akerman, Prudential Committee. 


I think our schools, for the past year, will compare favorably 
with the schools of past years. But should we rest content with 
this result? Should we not make an effort to impove our schools 
each year? If one tenth of the interest and energy was mani- 
fested in the effort to improve our schools, that is shown by our 
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people in the prosecution of their pecuniary affairs, we should 
find that such a thing as an unsuccessful and unprofitable school 
would rarely be recorded. 

Very much depends upon the Prudential Committee. They 
should endeavor to procure profitable teachers. Not hire a 
teacher because she will work cheap, but pay a good price and 
get a good one. It is the duty of every Prudential Committee 
to visit the school, once at least, in every term. 

Teachers should make themselves thoroughly acquainted with 
the branches to be taught. ‘They must have surveyed the whole 
field in order to conduct the inquirers over any part or there 
will be liability to ruinous misdirection. Teachers who are 
obliged to watch the page while the class recites are unfit for 
their work. 

The evils of irregular attendance and tardiness, which afflict 
some of our schools, should be remedied. Parents should see 
that their children are regular in attendance at school, and in 
proper season. The habit of punctuality should be inculcated 
in early life; and they should, also, do all they can to interest 
their children in school, and say nothing to prejudice their minds 
against the teacher. Good school-houses are also very import- 
ant. In District No. 1 the house is decidedly poor; it needs to 
be. remodelled within and without before it can be comfortable. 
Number of visits made to schools by Superintending School 
Committee, fifty-seven.
